A few years later it contributed

his product to show the size and 
weight 

These “Points” were in colored 
wools and usually about one 
fnch long. The origin of the 
bar is unknown, dating back pro- 
bably to the birth of the very 
ancient industry of blanket mak- 
ing. 

MANUFACTURE 

The method of manufacture of 
Hudson's Bay “Point” Blankets 
produces that quality which has 
made them famous the world 
over, Selected wools from Eng- 
land, Wales, New Zealand and 
India each with special qualities, 
are employsd in the making of 
these blankets 

The wool is dyed before spin- 
ging which insures that every 
fibre is thoroughly dyed, the 
color thereby becoming much 
More dependable than when dy- 
ing takes place after the yarn 
has been spun, which is frequent- 
ly the method followed im other 
blankets. Pure indigo-blue only 
fe used for the dying of the 
“Poims” the bars of the stan- 
Gard colored blankets, and for 
the blue blankets 

The b’ankets are not bleached 
with swphur ifke ordinary blan- 
kets, so at no time, wet or dry, 
ig there any unpleasant smell. 
They are air and sun dried, which 
has the effect of brightening the 
color and there is little doubt 
that it is this drying which gives 
that peculiar fresnmess which 
they never entirely lose. 

When the blankets are first 
Woven they are one-half greater in 
@lze than is required in the fin- 
ished products Thus a 4 pom 
Dianket in t's original state is 112 
inches wide and is then reduced 


in size to the required 72 inches 
The milling, which prevents any 
further shrinkage of the blan- 
kets, is done by doubling up the 
blankets and passing them 
throuch a natrow trough and 
literally pounding them with 
large wooden mallets. Kt is also 
this milling which prevents 
blankets from hardening when
